he Great Plains region stretches from the foothills of the Rocky Mountains in the 
West to the Mississippi River in the East and from Canada to Texas. The Native 
people of the Plains found this vast, harsh, land to be rich in resources, with tall grass 
prairies abundant with herds of buffalo and other grazing animals and fertile river 
valleys that supported farming traditions. Known by the tribal names of Arapaho, 
Cheyenne, Blackfeet, Lakota, Shoshone, Pawnee, Gros Ventre, Assiniboine, Pawnee, 


Hidatsa, Arikara, Kiowa, and Comanche, among others, they once dominated this region. 


In American popular culture, 19th century Plains buffalo hunters often symbolize all 
Native Americans with the resultant view of contemporary tribal members as remnants 
of a nostalgic past. Plains Indian people today, however, are not frozen in the past but 
live as vital members of their own communities. They revere the lives of elders and those 
who came before them. They respect and celebrate their own diverse tribal heritages and 
traditions, but they also innovate and create their own futures on reservations and in 


small towns and cities. 


Through exhibitions, publications, and educational programs, the Plains Indian 
Museum of the Buffalo Bill Historical Center tells the stories of Plains Native people as 
they have moved from their buffalo hunting past to the living traditions of the present. 
Established officially in 1969, the Plains Indian Museum opened as a separate wing 
of the Buffalo Bill Historical Center in 1979. The design and philosophy of the museum 
were developed under the guidance and assistance of a Plains Indian Museum Advisory 
Board, consisting of artists, historians, educators, and traditional leaders from Northern 


Plains tribes. 


In 1999, the Museum was closed while entirely new exhibitions were installed to create, 
in the words of Advisory Board member Joe Medicine Crow, “a living breathing place 
where more than just Indian objects are on display.” The newly reinterpreted Plains 
Indian Museum opened in June 2000. The new exhibition galleries, products of 
five years of planning, provide the cultural contexts for the Museum’s internationally 
significant collections. The Museum now tells the stories of Plains Indian people — their 
cultural backgrounds, traditions, values, and histories as well as the contexts of their 


lives today. 


The concept and design for Curator’s Notes were developed in the process of planning 
the new museum exhibitions in partnership with West Office Exhibition Design. Over 
the years that I have been curator of the Plains Indian Museum, visitors have often 
asked questions about the materials, origins of tribal designs, artistic techniques, and 
other specifics pertaining to the objects exhibited in the museum. Limited space within 
exhibition cases makes it difficult to answer those detailed questions. However, 
notebooks of Curator’s Notes placed in front of cases in the newly installed galleries 
provide a means to highlight those details and address commonly asked questions about 


Plains Indian art and cultures. 


All of the Plains Indian Museum Curator’s Notes have been assembled in this notebook 
in answer to requests from educators, museum volunteers, and museum visitors. 
We have also added a page at the end of each chapter for museum visitors to make 
their own notes about the superb examples of Native American art on exhibit as they 


explore the Plains Indian Museum.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The spinal column was little 
more than a heap of raggedy ver- 
tebrae piled on top of each other, 
and the end of a darkly pitted 
arm bone was hugely swollen. 

The Indian could not have 
been older than 40 when he died, 
and what killed him was unclear. 
But one diagnosis that anthropol- 
ogist Allison Willcox read in the 
bones was certain: crippling 
arthritis. 

With an annual budget of $1 


filing chests at the Smithsonian 
Institution’s Museum of Natural 
History, 
Americans for its dinosaur col- 
lection. 

The work is part of a larger 
movement to repatriate to Indian 
tribes bones removed for scientif- 


ic or other reasons. The opera- 
tion grew from federal laws 
passed in 1989 and 1990 seeking 
to rectify injustices against 
Indians by securing the return of 
ancestral remains and sacred, 
ceremonial or cultural artifacts 
from museums, historical soci- 
eties, campuses and government 
agencies. 

At the Smithsonian’s repatri- 
ation office, bones tell individual 
stories but don’t always shed 
light on tribal affiliation. Often, 
anthropologists must rely on 
other information, such as where 
bones were found, but even then 
identification is uncertain.
